The  Official  Bicentennial  Symbol 

The  American  Revolution  Bicentennial  symbol  is  derived  from 
the  stars,  stripes,  and  colors  of  the  United  States  flag. 

The  symbol  takes  the  form  of  an  American  5-pointed  star  in 
white,  surrounded  by  continuous  red,  white  and  blue  stripes  which 
form  a  second  star.  This  double  star  is  symbolic  of  the  two  centuries 
which  have  passed  since  the  American  Revolution. 

These  colorful  stripes  also  evoke  a  feeling  of  festivity  and  sug- 
gest the  furled  bunting  traditionally  used  in  times  of  celebration 
throughout  the  nation. 

The  symbol  is  contemporary  in  design  in  keeping  with  the  for- 
ward-looking goals  of  the  Bicentennial  celebration: 
"to  forge  a  new  national  commitment,  a  new  spirit  for  76,  a  spirit 
which  will  unite  the  nation  in  purpose  and  dedication  to  the  advance- 
ment of  human  welfare  as  it  moves  into  its  third  century."

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils, 
the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and 
several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every 
three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining 
a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire 
that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The 
fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m. 
and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  permission 
of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of 
the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the 
warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements 
by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression 
tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  fifty 
percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use 
as  fire  attack  vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of 
wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire 
prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available 
for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest 
Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  cai'ry  on  a 
continuous  wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FRANCONIA 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  completed  its  Land  Use  Inventory 
in  September,  1975.  It  was  accepted  by  the  Ford  Foundation  as  ful- 
filling the  terms  of  the  grant  of  $875  in  1974,  with  matching  funds  of 
$125  from  the  Town.  Copies  of  the  report  have  been  filed  with  the 
Selectmen,  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Greenleaf 
Library,  as  well  as  with  other  groups  which  have  requested  them. 

Based  on  information  contained  in  the  Inventory,  the  Commis- 
sion held  a  meeting  for  landowners  who  might  be  interested  in  pre- 
serving wild  parts  of  their  land  with  a  Conservation  easement.  Mem- 
bers are  currently  undertaking  foUowup  work,  so  that  appropriate 
areas  of  the  town,  while  remaining  in  private  hands,  may  continue 
in  their  natural  state,  preserving  the  rural  aspect  of  the  area.  For 
the  same  reason,  a  public  meeting  last  May,  sponsored  by  the  Com- 
mission, called  together  persons  interested  in  forming  a  Gale  River 
Watershed  Association.  Those  present  voted  for  its  organization, 
with  studies  to  follow  on  a  suitable  charter.  Mrs.  Ruth  Givens,  and 
Mr.  James  Mouiton,  Commissioners,  are  currently  completing  a 
charter  to  be  offered  for  acceptance  by  the  membership,  which  is 
open  to  all. 

Last  June,  members  and  helpers  planted  the  bare  riverbanks  that 
remained  after  the  dredging  at  the  Hillwinds  Inn  site.  Small  osier 
dogwood  bushes  were  set  out,  and  Canary  grass  seed  planted.  Shrubs 
and  seed  were  also  distributed  to  other  townspeople  who  needed 
material  to  replant  riverbanks  denuded  by  dredging.  In  October,  the 
Commission  completed  a  planting  at  the  site  of  the  new  bridge  to 
Sugar  Hill,  using  native  shrubs,  the  elderberry,  the  highbush  cran- 
berry, and  the  osier  dogwood.  All  these  were  approved  by  the  Soil 
Conservation  Service  as  appropriate  for  preventing  erosion,  and 
holding  streambanks  during  fioods.  The  lupines  planted  just  above 
the  bridge  in  1974  bloomed  last  June,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  spread 
and  bloom  each  year. 
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Under  the  supervision  of  Shelly  Connors,  Vice  chairman  of  the 
Commission,  work  has  been  completed  for  the  presentation  of  several 
additional  roads  on  the  warrant  for  status  as  scenic  roads;  Coal  Hill 
Road,  Wells  Road  and  Wells  Road  extension,  and  Toad  Hill  Road. 
The  Commission  has  worked  with  road  agent  David  Hunt,  checking 
other  scenic  roads  in  the  town  to  expedite  the  cutting  down  of  dead 
and  dying  trees  that  were  potential  traffic  hazards. 

During  the  year,  three  Commissioners,  Rev.  William  Briggs,  Mr. 
Jerome  Corsi,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  St.  John,  ended  their  terms  or  retired. 
They  were  replaced  by  Mr.  James  Moulton,  for  a  three-year  term, 
and  Mr.  Robert  Lawrence,  designated  by  the  Planning  Board  to  fill 
the  unexpired  portion  of  Mrs.  Ruth  St.  John's  service  as  liaison  mem- 
ber of  both  that  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission.

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THE  NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 

Technical  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  Flood  Insurance 
application,  assistance  with  the  preparation  of  a  revised  Flood 
Hazard  Boundary  Map,  technical  comments  on  the  town's  subdivision 
regulations,  assistance  to  the  Conservation  Commission  with  the 
initiation  of  the  proposed  1-93  beautification  project,  and  assistance 
with  solid  waste  planning  are  the  local  services  the  North  Country 
Council  provided  to  the  Town  of  Franconia  during  1975.  NCC  staff 
attended  five  (5)  meetings  with  local  officials. 

On  the  regional  level,  the  North  Country  Council  prepared  a 
public  transportation  plan  and  is  working  toward  the  implementa- 
tion of  its  recommendations.  The  Council  became  the  economic 
development  district  for  northern  New  Hampshire  on  July,  1975, 
and  is  currently  carrying  out  this  function.  Several  region-wide 
meetings  on  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  regu- 
lations, economic  development,  seminars  for  planning  board  mem- 
bers, and  recychng  of  newsprint  were  sponsored.  A  recently  com- 
pleted report  entitled  "The  Regulation  of  Mobile  Homes  in  the  Com- 
munity," prepared  by  the  Council,  provides  technical  information 
to  planning  board  members  and  local  officials  in  the  area  of  mobile 
homes. 

In  1975,  the  Council  increased  its  base  of  local  support  from  19 
to  29  towns.  The  Council  coordinates  its  activities  with  other  agen- 
cies in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  duplication  of  effort. 

"Planning  News,"  the  Council's  bi-monthly  newsletter,  dissemi- 
nates useful  information  on  land  use,  state  legislation,  court  deci- 
sions and  general  activities  to  interested  persons  in  town.  A  town 
resident  can  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  by  contacting  the  town's 
NCC  representative  or  the  Council  office  in  Franconia,  N.H.  (Tel. 
823-8108). 

In  performing  its  duties,  the  Council  attends  approximately  200 
night  meetings  a  year. 

For  the  future,  continued  activity  in  community  planning  as- 
sistance will  be  emphasized  along  with  major  regional  efforts  in 
economic  development,  land  use  and  housing.  Dissemination  of 
planning  information  will  be  continued.  The  Council  is  working 
closely  with  the  N.H.  Pubhc  Utihties  Commission  in  the  improve- 
ment and  upgrading  of  the  North  Country's  rail  lines,  especially  the 
Lincohi  Une  and  the  North  Stratford  to  Beecher  Falls  line. 

The  Council  sincerely  appreciates  and  thanks  the  town  for  its 
support  and  participation.  This  support  has  enabled  the  Council  to 
provide  a  good  deal  of  local  and  regional  services.

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POLICE  REPORT  —  1975 

The  Franconia  Police  Department  had  a  busy  1975.  Two  special 
oiTicers  were  hired  to  take  care  of  traffic  at  the  Hillwinds  and  the 
Mittersill.  By  putting  a  man  in  the  Hillwinds  parking  lot  and  on  the 
corner,  plus  the  cooperation  from  Hillwinds  management  it  has 
helped  the  problem  on  Academy  Street,  by  keeping  noise  down  and 
have  not  had  to  tow  any  vehicles  away. 

The  two  special  officers  hired  by  the  department  are  Jere  Pea- 
body  and  Roger  Glover,  and  they  have  attended  classes  in  Berlin  as 
well  as  Officer  Casey,  myself,  and  some  of  the  Lady  Officers.  I 
would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  sponsors  who  made  it  possible  to  get 
the  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  Kit,  by  taking  part  in  the  Police 
Calendar.  The  Emergency  Kit  is  kept  in  the  Police  Cruiser  and  has 
been  very  useful  a  number  of  times. 

With  the  dog  leash  law  the  Department  has  good  cooperation 
with  dog  owners,  and  hope  in  the  future  that  all  dog  owners  wUl  try 
to  keep  their  dogs  home.  It  makes  a  much  better  place  to  live  and 
work  if  the  dogs  are  not  on  the  streets  loose.  The  department  picked 
up  27  uncoUared  and  unlicensed  dogs  and  they  were  taken  to  Dick's 
House  in  Littletton.  Most  of  the  dogs  were  not  claimed,  so  were  dis- 
posed of  (see  Detail  14  in  report  for  expenses).  The  department  has 
spent  65  hours  answering  calls  and  chasing  dogs  this  past  year.

4  vehicles  were  stolen  and  recovered  in  1975. 

Answered  a  number  of  calls  pertaining  to  family  disturbances, 
theft  of  skis,  vehicles  broken  into,  and  other  miscellaneous  com- 
plaints. 

The  department  will  continue  to  run  radar  on  the  streets  and  give 
the  best  protection  possible.  No  complaint  is  too  big  or  too  small;  the 
department  will  answer  them  all. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  all 
their  support  and  cooperation.  It  has  made  my  job  much  easier.  I 
look  forward  to  their  help  in  the  future.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

The  pressures  of  inflation  are  still  with  us  and  these  economic 
pressures  have  played  a  large  part  in  the  increase  in  fires  in  1975. 
It  is  the  department's  hope  to  reduce  this  number  in  1976. 

We  are  still  continuing  our  fire  prevention  programs.  One  of  our 
goals  in  1976  is  to  be  able  to  cover  more  groups  and  places  of  busi- 
ness with  our  programs. 

The  fire  department  has  added  a  new  emergency  medical  squad 
this  year.  The  function  of  this  squad  is  to  give  the  town  fast  medical 
aid  in  the  case  of  an  emergency.  This  is  NOT  an  ambulance  service 
but  a  team  of  two  or  three  m.en  trained  to  give  medical  assistance 
until  the  ambulance  arrives.  It  is  known  as  the  Franconia  Fire  De- 
partment Life  Squad. 

In  1975  we  had  41  emergency  calls:  5  structural;  4  cars;  9 
mutual  aid;  5  emergency  rescues  and  2  chimney  fires.  We  also  had 
some  false  and  automatic  alarms. 

The  fire  department  has  also  purchased  a  full  line  of  Johnson  & 
Johnson  First  Aid  Kits.  These  are  for  sale  by  the  department  with 
the  money  eai'ned  going  into  the  equipment  fund.  If  any  person  or 
business  would  like  to  purchase  one  of  these  kits  contact  any  fire- 
man. We  have  various  sizes  available  for  home,  office  and  industries. 

The  Franconia  Fire  Department  has  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Twin  State  Mutual  Aid  System.  In  1975  Mutual  Aid  has  been  work- 
ing to  set  up  a  radio  frequency  for  town  belonging  to  Twin  State.  By 
July,  1976,  we  will  be  able  to  communicate  with  any  town  in  the 
system.  Twin  State  is  striving  to  have  a  24  hour  dispatch  in  the  near 
future  which  will  mean  better  fire  protection.
